1 . TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE A MAJOR SUBJECT IN MOS COUNTRIES VISITED. 

SUMMARY: 

TURKEY: DESIRES TWO ADDITIONAL POSITIONS OKC CIV AIR 
SECURITY COURSE. 
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PAKISTAN: DESIRES TO ESTABLISH CIV AIR SECURITY TRAINING 
AS PART OF TRAINING COURSE BEING PUT TOGETHER BY DEA OFFICIAL, 
AMCONSUL KARACHI. PAKISTANI AIRPORT SECURITY POLICE (ASP) 

VERY ANXIOUS FOR COURSE. DEA OFFICIAL ANXIOUS FOR TRAINING 
AIDS, OTHER FAA ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOP MEANINGFUL CIV AIR SECURITY 
WORK AT AIRPORTS AS ASP A NEW FORCE AND NOT FULLY EQUIPPED 
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FROM TRAINING TO HANDLE RESPONSIBILITIES WHICH EXTEND TO ALL 
POLICE AREAS. 

INDIA: WISHES TO DEND FOUR OFFICERS. ONE FROM EACH 
INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT TO OKC COURSE, BUT DGCA FOR SECURITY 
RAJESWAR IS REQUIRING GUARANTEES FROM STATE GOVERNMENTS THAT 
THE OFFICERS RECEIVING TRAINING WILL RETURN TO THE AIRPORT 
SECURITY POLICE FOR MINIMUM OF TWO YEARS. AS OF MEETING HE 
HAD NOT RECEIVED THE ASSURANCES. THERE WAS ABSOLUTELY NO DESIRE 
FOR A TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TEAM EFFORT EXPRESSED AT THIS TIME 
ALTHOUGH THEY COULD BENEFIT FROM SUCH AN EFFORT. 

EGYPT: DESIRES TWO POSITIONS ASAP AT OKC COURSE. 

THEY WOULD PREFER THEM TO BE IN SAME CLASS. THEY DESIRE TO 
START OWN COURSE IN EGYPT BASED ON OKC TRAINING, THEN SEND 
ALL OF THEIR SECURITY POLICE THROUGH COURSE. REQUESTED TRAINING 
AIDS AND ASSISTANCE IN COURSE DEVELOPMENT INCLUDING THE ASSISTENCE 
OF AN INSTRUCTOR (WOULD SUGGEST OKC INSTRUCTOR OR ASSOCIATE) 
THROUGH PROTOTYPE CLASS. ESTIMATE THREE WEEKS REQUIRED IN 
COUNTRY FOR THIS APPROACH. INFORMED EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS THAT 
AFTER THEY DECIDE EXACTLY WHAT THEIR NEEDS ARE, TO MAKE THEIR 
REQUEST THROUGH THE US EMBASSY WHICH WOULD PASS TO FAA FOR 
ACTION. THEY INDICATED THAT IT WOULD TAKE AT LEAST FOUR WEEKS. 

2. SUGGEST IF INDIANS DO NOT USE THEIR OKC POSITIONS THEY BE 
OFFERED TO EGYPT/TURKEY. 
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3. SUGGEST DESIREABILITY OF FULLY PACKAGED OKC TYPE COURSE 
ASAP, CAPABLE OF MEETING IN-COUNTRY THIRD WORLD NEEDS. WOULD 
BE OF GREAT HELP IF TRAINING PACKAGE COULD BE IN THE THREE 
LANGUAGES, PLUS ENGLISH AS PREVIOUSLY DISCUSSED WITH 

ACS-2. 

4. OTHER TOPIC FREQUENTLY MENTIONED IS CANCELLED JUNE INTERNATIONAL 
MEETING. REACTION TO SUCH A MEETING BEING HELD IN EUROPE 

(PARIS) MIXED BUT MORE POSITIVE THAN NOT.HUMMEL 
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
